AWARD 


Sh , Shri Kunt was working as a Fitter in M S Mobinder Singh and associate, Faridabad . His 
OVIC * were terminated and this gave rise to an industrial dispute . Accordingly the Governor of Haryana , in 
ex :: t :: of the powers cooferred by clause (d ) of sub -section (1) of Section 10 ofthe Industral Dispute Act, 
1947, referred the following dispute to this Tribunal, for adjudication --vide Government Gazette 
Notification No. [ D /FD /504 A / 11330 , dated 17th April, 1970 . 

" Whether the termination of services of Sh . Shri Kant was justified and in order ? If not; to 

what relief is he entitled " ? 


On receipt of the reference usual notices were issued to the parties in response to which the 
management filed their written statement. The position taken up by the management is that the work . 
D : n Shri Kant had gone on 5 days leave from 10th February, 1970 to 14th February , 1970. 15th 
February , 1970 was sunday . He did not report for duty on 16th February , 1970. He was therefore 
marked absent from 16th February , 1970 to 24th February, 1970 and his name was thereafter struck 
off from the register on the assumption that he had a bandoned the service . It was further pleaded that 
the claimant had taken up some other job and was not interested in rejoining the respondent 
concern . The following issues were accordingly framed . 

1. Whether the termination of services of Sh , Shri Kant was justified and in order ? If not ; 

to what relief is he entitled ? 
2. Whether Shri Kant is gainfully cmployee ? 

Issue No. 1. The management have produced thelr Accountant Shri D. K. Kolhi and Shri Manjit 
Singh Factory Incharge has also appeared as a witness in support of the case. In rebuttal the workman Shri 
Kapt has a ppeared as his own witness. The workman in his evidence admits that he was on teave from 10th 
February, 1970 to 15th February , 1970. The only difference between the parties is that according to 
the version of workman he reported for duty on 16th February , 1970 after the expiry of his leave but 
the management refused to give him duty on the ground that his services were no longer required . 
The workman says that he was told that he should come after two or three days and Sardar Ji J.o. 
Proprietor would be consulted . The workman says that in this manner the management kept tbc 
matter pending for about a week and on the next Monday he was told that he could reside his duty ard 
accordingly he signed the sheet on which the work man who report for duty put their signatures and started 
his work but at about 10-30 A. M. the proprietor called him an and told him that his services were no 
onger required . The workman says that the pork donc by him on that date was noted on the job card . 

The workman in his evidence did not suggest any reason as to why the management did not permit 
on lo resume duty when he duly reported on 16th February 1970 after the expiry of his leave nor 
did he cak upon the management to produce the job card . In order to ascertain what could possibly 

It cause for this strange behaviour of the management, court questions were put to the workman . 
The workman in answer to the Court questions started that he had been in the service of the manage 
Ne it from the last three or four months and that his work was quite satisfactory and the managt 
Pont Auver expressed their dissatisfaction with his work . The workman however suggested that the 
Mancement wanted to employ one Nirmal Singh and therefore it was decided that his services should be 
totilated . The workm : n say that after getting rid of him the management employed Shri Nirmal Singh 
Wo forked in the respondent factory for about a month or a month and a half . When this suggestion 

11de from the workman the representative of the managemert placed the attendance Register before the 
repreentatives of the workman wbo thoroughly inspected the register but could not find the name of Shri 
Virmal Sinth in the said register. Thus the reason given by the workman for the termination of his services 
. proved to be incorrect . 

The version of the management as already pointed out is that the workman did not report for 
duly on the expiry of the leave and the management after waiting for him till 24th February, 1970 
ifsuck off his name from the roll on the assumption that he had abandoned the service . In order to 
prove that the workman did not report for duty on 16th February , 1970 , the entries in the attendance 
register have ben proved by Sh. D. K Kolhi Accountant who gave his evidence after referring to the 
ontrivs in the attendance register . The evidence of Shri Kolhi is corroborated by Shri Manjit Singh 
bicharge of the factory . Both these witnesses have affirmed on oath that Shri Känt did not report for 
duty on 16th February , 1970 at all . 

In my opinion the version of the management appears to be correct and I find this issue in favour 
of the management, 

Issue No. 2. In view of my decision on issue No. 1 this issue does not arise . 

In view of my findings above I am of the opinion that the name of Shri Kant has been rightly struk 
oni from the rolls and he is not entitled to any relief . I give my award accordingly .

AWARD 
Shri Mehar Singh was in the service of Mis Rohtak -Bhiwanl Transport Co. (Group A ), Rohtak as 
a Conductor. His services were terminated and this gave rise to an indusírial dispute . Accordingly , the Gover 
nor of Haryana , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub -sectivo ( 1) of section 10 of the Indus 
trial Disputes Act , 1947 , referred the following dispute to this Tribunal. for adjudication , vide Government 
Gazette Notification No.ID/RK/3B-70/6538 , dated 1st April, 1970 : 

" Whether the termination of ervices of Shri Mehr Singh was justified and in order ? If not, to what 

relief is he entitled ? " 

On receipt of the reference usual notives were issuet o the parties in response to which a statement of 
claim was filed on behalf of the wor man. The registared notice issuch to the managi ment under registered cover 
acknowledg-men due was returned with an endorsement of the postal authorie . that Shri Ujjager Singh Sethì 
who owns the respondent company had intentionally refused to accopt the otice . Under these circumstances 
the service of the respondent company was considered to be sufficient and the workman was directed to produce 
ex parte ovidence in support of his caso . 

The workman in support of his clajm has stated on oath that he has been in the service of the respond 
ent company from the last 20 or 21 years and that the management have terminated his service without giving 
him any notice or without disclosins any reason . He says that he was getting Rs. i 25 por mensem and he claims 
reinstatement. There is no reason to disbelieve the sworn testimony of the workman and it is proved that the 
termination of his services was not justified and in order and that he is entitled to be reinstated with continuity 
of service and full back wages. I give my award accordingly .
